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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 22, 23, 31 and 32 as amended are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Nowhere in 
the prior art is there the teaching of vibrational rollers attached to a cable to provide to 
the user a vibration in their muscles while exercise is being performed. The cable is 
connected to a pulley and handle on one end, a resistance means on the other and is 
sandwiched in between two rollers with spaced rubber on their outer edges to impart 
vibration to the cable as it translates through the rollers. Thus when a users pulls on the 
cable to exercise, the rollers rotate and provide a intermittent vibration to the user. 
Therefore, since a cable and pulley system with vibrational rollers attached to the cable 
is a novel concept, Applicant's claims are now directed to patentable subject matter and 
are allowed over the prior art.
